49. (Previously Presented) Anarticleof footwear having an v^er and a sole stmcture secured 
to the upper, at least a portion of the upper comprising: 

a substrate layer formed of an air-permeable textile material; and 

a web layer defining a plurali^ of q)ectures that expose portions of the textile material of 
the substrate layer, the web layer being formed of a polymer material that 
infiltrates the textile material of the substrate layer and is thereby secured to the 
substrate layer, and the web lay^ forming an exterior surface of the upper to have 
a stepped configuration that forms a plurality of ridges positioned on the exterior 
surface, the ridges extending between a4jacent apertures. 

50. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the textile matmal of the 
substrate layer is a non-woven. 

51. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the textile material of the 
substrate layer is a mesh material. 

52. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 51, wherein the mesh material includes two 
spaced textile layers interconnected by a plurality of connecting fibers. 

53. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the web layer forms at least a 
porticm of an exterior sur&ce of the upper. 

54. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim S3, wherein the web layer forms at least a 
portion of a toe region of Ae upper. 
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55. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 54, wherein at least a portion of the ridges 
are positioned in the toe region of the footwear. 

56. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 53, wherein the web layer forms at least a 
portion of a lateral region of the upper. 

57. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 56, wherein at least a portion of the ridges 
are positioned in the lateral region of fte footwear. 

58. (Hew) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the textile material is at least 
partially formed fiom a plurality of filaments or fibers, and the polym^ material of the web layer 
extends around the plurality of filaments or fibers to secure ib& web layer to the substrate layer. 

59. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the polymer material of the web 
layer is a themioset polyurethane material. 

60. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wh^n&e web layer is formed tfarou^ 
a casting process. 

61. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 60, wherein the casting process includes 
placing a polymer resin into a mold such that the polymer resin infiltrates the substrate layer. 

62. (New) The article of footwear recited in claim 49, wherein the polymer material is absent 
fiom areas of the substrate layer that coirespond with positions of the apertures. 
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
